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In late August 1946, the hgll of a battleship was still lying on slip A in the 


Baltic Shipyard, Leningrad, A heavy bor) hit had penetrated to the slip through 
the middle section of the hull toward the starboard side. The canagec middle 
section, which constitutec more then cne=-third of the total length of the hull, 

was broken up, and the slip undernecth was repaired in the fall of 19)6. The 

bow section was subsequently broken ups but, during the perioc from the spring 

to December 1949, one-thirc of it was rcbuilt. io armor was seen. The rear 
section remained in position and the space for the middle section remained unoccu- 
pied as of December 199. (1) 


The lower part of the slip was completed and fitted with launching weys. Con- 
crete work for these ways had been com:leted in December 1919 but the instella- 
tion of tie ways was only 50 percent completed. The length of the slip below the 
water level was $0 meters and below the level of the ground 120 reters, The 
deepest point of thc floor of the slip lay 10 meters below the water level, 4 
hinge was fitted in the wooden floor where the bottom touched the water level, 
thus alleving the wocden layer to float up when not in use. (2) 


4 sevies of small vessels, 6, 3, or 10 meters long:, were built close’ to and west 
of the slip. One or two of these vessels wore simultaneously on the stocks. 
Tris construction tock about four weeks on an average, After completion, they 
were placoc on the weter by means of a crane erected in the corner between the 
slip and vne exban'ment. 


A Lenag floating cranc, lying in front of the shipyard in unfinished condition, 
was to be completed by a bP engineer. However, tiiis was impossible because of 
the lack of the special stecl and because the jib of the crane became too heavy.(3) 


A corparesively large vessel was lounched from the western slip in September 1916 
four hours earlier than scheduled, 


“ork on the slip was in progress in the spring of 1947 and,after on interval of 
about nine months, was resumec im the fall of 1617. The slip was finished in 
Decenber “8h9 and not used asain, The iussians said that the slip would be 
fitted with a reos structure. Crane trecks were laid alongside the eastern slip 
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in December 199 which at that time was still being lengthened. « !1)

accomodatign ship for Soviet navel personnel and was moored near the eastern 
slip, was fitted with three innnels which soon started to smoke. Other super= 
structures were added, but no guns were seen. (5)
